WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — The 
urbane manners of Senator Henry 
F. Ashurst of Arizona, the imper- 
turbable chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, remained un-

“The Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States is and ought to be inde- 
pendent of the Army, independent 
of the Navy,. independent of the 
Treasury, independent of patronage 
and independent of popularity.” 

The Ashurst speech was made 
about a week after the President’s 
famous “horse and buggy“ press 
conference.

It ‘said ‘no 
enlargement of the Supreme Court 
was necessary and that such a 
move should be submitted to the 
people in a constitutional amend- 
ment. , 
The Rules Committee of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature, dividing on 
‘party lines, voted 14 to 4 today in 
favor of a resolution opposing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s scheme to enlarge 
the court.

DETROIT, Feb. 15. — Approxi- 
mately 75,000 employes ‘were called 
back to work today in General 
Motors plants reopening through- 
out the nation following settlement 
of the six-weeks’ strike. Thirty 
thousand of those returning to 
work were at Flint. 

Within a few days the corpora- 
tion expects to have all the 135,000 
who were idle at the peak of the 
strike again at work. The back-to- 

work movement, started Saturday 
with the return of 3000 men af 
Flint, Mich. 

The Chevrolet Motor Co., the 
largest production division of the 
corporation, ordered 40,000 work- 
ers to report today to plants in 
Detroit, Bay City, Flint and 
Saginaw, Mich.; Toledo, O., and 
Muncie, Ind. 

Virtually all the 43,000 General 
Motors employes in Flint, which be- 
came the strike “capital,” are ex- 
pected to be working by the week- 
end. 

Some Tension in Plants. 

There was some tension as mem- 
bers of the United Automobile 
Workers Union, which called the 
strike, and non-union employes, 
some of whom were openly antag- 
onistic, met in the shops. There 
was no violence, however.

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REVIEW OF GOLD CASE 


Supreme Court Refuses to Hear 
Appeal From Order to Pay 
in - Dutch - Guilders. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. i15.—The 
United States Supfeme Court re- 
fused today to review the decision of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals at St. 
Louis which permitted payment of 
a Cotton Belt Railway $21,638,000 
bond issue in Dutch guilders—a pay- 
ment that might increase the obli- 
gation to about $36,000,000. 

Berryman Henwood, trustee of 
the railroad, carried the case to 
the Supreme Court in an effort to 
restrain the Guaranty Trust Co. of 
New York from accelerating pay- 
ment of the bonds. 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals De- 
cision Handed Down Nov. 13. 

The appellate court. decision in 
the Cotton Belt case was handed 
down Nov. 13, dissolving an in- 
junction issued last May by District 
Judge Charles B. Davis. The in- 
junction had restrained the trustée 
of the bond issue from declaring 
it payable at once because of de- 
fault in interest. The issue was 
known as the first terminal and 
unifying mortgage. 

A clause in the bond indenture 
provided that bondholders might 
demand payment in Dutch guilders, 
which are still on the gold standard. 

The petition seeking review by 
the Supreme Court, filed Jan. 2, 
asserted that the Appellate Court 
decision was in conflict with a 
Supreme Court ruling in the Rock 
Island Railroad reorganization. It 
was added that the same question 
was involved in other pending rail- 
way reorganizations, and that much 
unnecessary litigation would re- 
sult if the Supreme Court de- 
clined to pass on it. 

In a reorganization plan filed in 
District Court here in December, 
the Cotton Belt proposed to give 
holders of the bond issue involved 
a premium of 10 per cent in new 
debentures in lieu of applying the 
guilder clause.

Defends 


To Pack Supreme Tribunal N 


Declares in Radio Address New J udicial | | 
Blood Is Necessary to Keep Consti- 
tution Vital—Assails Opponents.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15,—Speak- 
ing over three national radio net- 
works, Attorney-General Cum- 
mings last night vigorously defended 
President Roosevelt’s sweeping ju- 
dicial reorganization program and 
declared that “those who wish to 


preserve the status quo want to 
retain on the bench Judges who 
may be relied upon to veto pro- 
gressive measures.” 

Cummings spoke for half an hour 
and devoted most of his time to an 
attack on “aged or infirm Judges.” 
The administration strategy, first 
indicated by President Roosevelt 
himself when he read to reporters 
his message to Congress, is appar- 
ently to deride the six Supreme 
Court Justices now over 70 years 
of age and hold them responsible 
for the invalidation of New Deal 
laws. A minor part of the strategy 
is to quote recommendations of for- 
mer Presidents, Supreme Court Jus- 
tices and other high ranking offi- 
cials for similar proposals. 

Refers to’ Davis and McReynolds. 

After pointing out that Justice 
McReynolds, when Attorney-Gen- 
eral, had urged mandatory ap- 
pointment of additional Judges for 
the lower Federal Courts, in sim- 
lar circumstances, Cummings said 
that John W. Davis, when Solicitor- 
General, had aided in drafting leg- 
islation to carry out the proposal. 

Referring directly to the Consti- 
tution, Cummings said that if it 
was to remain a living document, 
new blood for the judiciary was es- 
sential. Opponents of the Presi- 
dent’s plan, he declared, had re- 
vived the technique of the last po- 
litical campaign. 

“Opponents of this measure,” he 
continued, “assert that it is im- 
moral. The reason they charge that 
it is immoral is because they are 
unable to charge that it is uncon- 
stitutional. Whether the plan is im- 
moral or not must be tested by the 
result it produces. If it produces a 
wholesome result in a perfectly le- 
gal way, it can scarcely be called 
immoral. 

Denies Court Would Be Packed. 

“Again it is loosely charged that 
the present proposal is a bold at- 
tempt to ‘pack’ the court. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 
Every increase in the membership 
of a court is open to that charge, 
and indeed every replacement is 
subject to the same objection. Un- 
der the President’s proposal, if 
there is any increase in the total 
number of Judges, it will be due en- 
tirely to the fact that Judges now 
of retirement age elect to remain 
on the bench, 

“If those Judges think it would 
be harmful to the court to increase 
its membership, they can avoid that 
result by retiring upon full pay.” 

Says It Is Keeping Faith. 

Answering the charge of “dicta- 
torship,” Cummings said that this 
was “irresponsible talk, and ig- 
nored the realities.” 

“We hear much about the perils 
that beset Democracy,” he said. “If 
we are to defend successfully our 
institutions against all comers from 
the right and from the left we 
must make Democracy work.” 

The Attorney-General predicted 
that the more thorpughly the Presi- 
dent’s plan is debated, the more 
clearly would its merits appear. 

“The envious and malicious,” he 


** — 


jconeluded, “may challenge the in- 

tegrity of the President and the 

purity of his motives, but the only 

apostasy of which he could be guilty 

would be to break faith with the 

people who trust him to carry on.” 
Text of Address. 

Following is the text of Attorney- 
General Cummings’ speech: 

“Only nine short have 
passed since the President sent to 
the Congress recommendations for 
the reo of the Federal 
judiciary. Yet in that brief time, 
unfriendly voices have filled the air 
with lamentations and have vexed 
our ears with an insensate clamor 
calculated to‘divert attention from 
the merits of his proposal. Let us, 
therefore, disregard for a moment 
these irrelevancies and direct our 
attention to a dispassionate consid- 
eration of the reasons for the action 
taken by the President and the 
remedy he suggests. 

“From the beginning of President 
Roosevelt’s first. administration I 
have been in intimate contact with 
him with reference to ways and 
means of improving the administra- 
tion of justice. Literally thousands 
of proposals have been considered. 
In addition, the critical literature of 
the law has been searched, and the 
lessons of experience have been can- 
vassed. Out of it have come cer- 
tain well-defined conclusions, 

First—In our Federal courts, the 
law’s delays have become intoler- 
able. Multitudes of cases have been 
pending for from five to 10 years. 

Alleges Court Delay. 

“Rather than resort to the courts 
many persons submit to acts of in- 
justice. Inability to secure prompt 
judicial adjudication leads to im- 
provident and unjust settlements. 
Moreover, the time factor is an 


open invitation to those who are 


disposed to institute unwarranted 
litigation or interpose unfounded 
defenses in the hope of forcing an 
adjustment which could not be se- 
cured upon the merits. 

“Furthermore, the small business 
man or the litigant of limited 
means labors under a grave and 
constantly increasing disadvantage 
because of his inability to pay the 
price of justice. I do not stress 
these matters further, because the 
congestion in our courts is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge. 

Taft on Aged Judges. 

“Second: Closely allied with this 
problem is the situation created by 
the continuance in office of aged or 
infirm Judges. 

“For 80 years Congress refused 
to grant pensions to such Judges. 
Unless a Judge was a man of inde- 
pendent means, there was no aker- 
native open to him except to retain 
his position to the very last. When, 
in 1869, a pension system was pro- 
vided, the new legislation was not 
effective in inducing retirement. 
The tradition of aged Judges had 
become fixed, and the infirm Judge 
was often unable to perceive his 
own mental or physical decrepitude. 
Indeed, this result had been fore- 
seen in the debate in Congress at 
that time. To meet the situation, 
the House of Representatives had 
passed a measure requiring the ap- 
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the Supreme Court, however, pro- 
tested and the project was aban- 
doned. When William Howard 
Taft, a former Federal Judge, left 
the presidency, he published his 
views. There is no doubt,’ he said, 
that there are Judges at 70 who 
have ripe judgments, active minds, 
and much physical vigor, and that 
they are able to perform their judi. 
cial duties in a very satisfactory 
way. Yet in a majority of cases 
when men come to be 70, they have 
lost vigor, their minds are not as 
active, their senses not as acute, 
and their willingness to undertake 
great labor is not so great as in 
younger men, and as we ought to 
have in Judges who are to perform 
the enormous task which falls to 
the lot of Supreme Court Justices.’ 


Also Cites McReynolds. 
“In 1913 Attorney-General Mo- 
Reynolds (now a Justice of the 
Supreme Court) in his annual re- 
port for the Department of Justice 
urged that the Congress adopt a 
similar measure. Some Judges, he 
argued, have remained upon the 
bench long beyond the time when 
they were capable of adequately 
discharging théir duties, and in 
consequence the administration of 
justice has suffered. I sug- 


gest an act providing when any 
Judge of a Federal court below 
the Supreme Court fails to avail 
himself of the privilege of retiring 
now granted by law, that the Presi- 
dent be required, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to ap- 
point another Judge, who shall pre- 
side over the affairs of the court 
and have precedence over the older 
one. This will insure at all times 
the presence of a Judge sufficient- 
ly active to discharge promptly and 
adequately the duties of the court.’ 

“In 1914, 1915 and 1916 Attorney- 
General Gregory renewed this rec- 
ommendation.

CHURCH TREAT 


Archbishop of Munich De- 
clares in Cathedral That 
Government Violates Five 


Articles of Concordat. 


PACT NEGOTIATED 
FREELY BY HITLER 


Cites Closing of Schools, 
Dismissal of Nuns as 
Teachers, and Undermin- 
ing of Faith.

MUNICH, Feb. 15.—In one of 
the severest indictments of Nazi 
policy to be heard from a German 
pulpit in the last four years, 
Michael Cardinal Faulhaber, Arch- 
bishop of Munich, told 5000 Catho- 
lics who crowded into St. Michael's 
Church here last night that the 
government of Chancellor Hitler 
was deliberately -repudiating the 
1933 concordat between Germany 
and the Vatican. 

As he listed various “violations” 
of the concordat, there were oc- 
casional cries of Shame!“ The 
German equivalent is “Pfui!” and 
on one occasion, when the Cardinal 
recalled the telegram of felicita- 
tions which Hitler last Friday sent 
to Pope Pius XI on the anniversary 
of his ascension to the papal throne, 
there was a ripple of ironical 
laughter throughout the congrega- 
tion. 

Pointing out that the concordat 
was signed after Hitler came to 
power, Cardinal Faulhaber listed 
five articles which, he said, had 
been violated repeatedly. He 


touched the Nazi regime in a sensi- 


tive spot when he said: 

“The Reich concordat is not a 
Diktat, singed under pressure. It 
is a treaty which was freely negoti- 
ated and signed in good faith: 

“How can other governments 
have faith in the word of Ger- 
many’s statesmen or believe that 
she will keep her agreements 
when this treaty with the Vatican, 
freely entered into and signed, has 
not been kept? The mutual trust 
of nations is based on respect for 
treaties, and Germany’s honor will 
be irreparably damaged if she 
fails to abide by this treaty with 
the Vatican.” 

Vrowd Cheers Cardinal. 

In Great Britain and the United 
States an audience may express 
with impunity its dissatisfaction 
with the government in power. But 
scenes such as that witnessed last 
night in St. Michael’s Church are 
exceedingly rare under a dictator- 
ship such as that which rules Ger- 
many. 

After the service a large crowd 
assembled before the church, and 
when the Cardinal appeared in the 
streets there were cries of “Heil, 
Cardinal! Hoch, Cardinal!” Among 
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those in the church during the 
sermon was Crown Prince Rup- 
precht of Bavaria. 

Cardinal Faulhaber began his 
sermon by listing the various 
clauses in the concordat which, he 

, had been violated by the 
Nazi authorities. The principal 
violation of Article 1, which guar- 
antees freedom of faith, he said, 
was in the established policy of 
undermining the Catholic faith in 
the minds of ,German youth. 


With regard to Article IV, which 
guarantees freedom of communica- 
tion between Catholic authorities 
and priests, and between priests 
and their flocks on the other, he 
charged that in many cases letters 
from Catholic authorities to priests 


had been opened and tampered 


with by Nazi officials. 


Apparently with reference to 
Article XIX, guaranteeing state 
protection to priests, he declared 
that “permission is given to the 
Nazi press to sling mud almost 
daily at priests.” 


Violation of School Clause. 


Violation of Article XXIII, which 
guarantees protection to Catholic 
schools throughout Germany, was 
apparent to all, Cardinal Faulhaber 
went on. He pointed out that, as 
a result of so-called referendums 
among parents, large numbers of 
these schools had been closed, while 
many others were now being “liqui- 
dated.” Parents, he charged, were 
forced by threats and economic in- 
timidation to send their children 
to schools “where there is no guar- 
anty that the Catholic faith will 
not be made the subject of ridicule 
and laughter.” 5 


The closely related Article XXTV 
which provides for Catholic teach- 
ers in Catholic schools, was being 
violated, he insisted, for in Bavaria 
alone, 600 nuns who were school 
teachers had been dismissed and 
others were to follow soon.

“Indeed, the Supreme Court in its 
opinions has specifically recognized 
this fact. 

“Let us have done with irrespon- 
sible talk about dictatorship. Let 
us turn our minds to realities. We 
hear much about the perils that 
beset democracy. If we are to de- 
fend successfully our institutions 

all comers from the right 
and from the left we must make 
democracy work. 
‘Objections to Amendment. 


“Those who. are violently oppos- 
ing the President’s recommenda- 
tions insist that the reforms he 
seeks to bring about should be ac- 
complished by amending the Con- 
stitution and by that method alone. 
This is the strategy of delay and the 
last resort of those who desire to 
prevent any action whatever. Thir- 
teen state Legislatures can prevent 
the adoption of any constitutional 
amendment. The child labor amend- 
ment, submitted 13 years ago, has 
not yet been ratified. Furthermore, 
if an amendment were secured, it 
would still have to run the gauntlet 
of judicial interpretation.

PAROLE AGENT FIRED | 
FOR PART IN TRIAL 


Thomas W. Cooney Had Tes- 
: tified for Ex-Convict in East 
St. Louis Assault Case.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 15.— 
Thomas W. Cooney, parole agent of 
the East St. Louis district, who tes- 
tified in behalf of a former convict 
paroled to him, was discharged yes- 
terday, the State Department of 
Public Welfare announced.

Cooney was suspended last De- 
cember, after he had testified the 
second time in behalf of Charles 
Evans, who was acquitted in the 
Circuit Court at Belleville of a 
charge of criminally attacking a 
19-year-old girl. 

A eonfession to the East St. Louis 
pon by Evans was introduced by 
the State, but Evans testified it 
was forced from him by third-de- 
gree methods. Cooney testified 
that when he visited Evans at the 
police station, the prisoner bore 
marks of apparent mistreatment, 

Police complained to the State 
that Cooney had told Evans to sign 
the confession and he would have 
the alleged mistreatment factor dis- 
closed in Evans’ behalf. 

Cooney was reinstated last Feb. 
5 by T. P. Sullivan, State Parole 
Supervisor, who stated in a letter 
to the parole agent that he had done 
nothing wrong in testifying what 
Evans said to him about mistreat- 
ment, but that he should not have 
told him to sign the confession, 
promising protection. East St. 
Louis police heads renewed their 
complaint and the Department of 
Public Welfare took up the case. 
Cooney is a former East St. Louis 
patrolman. 

Evans was acquitted on second 
trial of the case. At the first trial, 
in January, 1936, he was convicted 
and sentenced to life on the attack 
charge.

Approximately one-third of the 
total appropriation—$500,000,000—is 
proposed for the old age pensions 
reserve account under the Social 
Security program.

469,361 for the Postoffices Depart- 
ment. Although the committee cut

the postal servicé, the recommend- 
ed appropriation is $1,884,772 more 
than the amount provided for the 
current year.

Procedural Reform in Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 4 

HAVE hesitated to say anything con- 

cerning the recent holding of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court concerning its pow- 
er to make rules for trial court proce- 
dure, until I have had an opportunity to 
read it. However, I psn ret — in con- 

tulating you on your edi concern- 
os the opinion. You accurately stated 
the one great weakness of the opinion. 

If the report of the contents of the 
holding, as stated in the Post-Dispatch, 
is true—and I suppose it is—proper pro- 
cedural reform may have received a ter- 
rific blow in this State. 

In holding that the Legislature might 
make procedural rules which did not in- 
terfere with the power of the Supreme 
Court to do likewise, or with the enforce- 
ment of justice, the court creates a situa- 
tion that may be worse than it has been. 
What present procedural statutes are im- 
proper? What future enactments will be 
illegal? No one will know until they have 
been passed upon. Prior to this decision, 
one could proceed with assurance under 
the statutes. 

The result is disheartening. Over a 
year ago, the writer suggested (to some 
outstanding lawyers of St. Louis) a con- 
servative campaign to get the present 
Legislature to surrender to the Supreme 
Court any alleged powers that it might 
have to make trial rules of procedure. He 
was told that such a method of approach 
to procedural reform was wrong. The 

Supreme Court would soon assert that 
only the courts could make procedural 
rules. In the spring of 1936, Gov. Park 
prophesied the same result. He said 
that soon our Supreme Court would take 
back unto itself the authority conferred 
by the Missouri Constitution and would 
adopt rules that would greatly simplify 
our practice and procedure. Even the 
writer dared hope that this would be true’ 
He dropped his former plans and simply 
wrote an article stating the reasons, sup- 
ported by authorities, why the courts 
should take over the business of making 
all procedural rules. A portion of this 
article was printed in the Post-Dispatch.

A further point is 
the fact that the loss of constitutional privileges 
through resignation subjects the compensation of the 
resigned Justice to income taxation. 

Thus discriminated against, Supreme Court Jus- 
tices by and large tend te keep their seats on the 
bench until age or ill health incapacitates them for 
further service. Chief Justice Taft lived only a 
month after his resignation in 1930. Justice Me- 
Kenna resigned in 1926 and died in 1926. Justice 
Day lived only six months beyond 4is resignation in 
1922. Justice Pitney died less than two years after 
he resigned in 1922. Similar instances in support of 
the point could be cited. 

We do not mean to suggest that the six members 
of the present Supreme Court eligible to resign and 
enjoy full pay—Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Brandeis, Van Devanter, McReynolds, Sutherland and 
Butler—stay in their seats solely or even primarily 
because they cannot now enjoy the. privileges ac- 
corded to lower Federal Court Judges. But the fact 
remains that an aging Justice who might want to re- 
tire cannot now do so; he can become inactive only 
through formal resignation and the loss of constitu- 
tional privileges. 

The Sumners bill does not embody a new idea. Its 
sponsor, who is chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, introduced it in the last session of Con- 
gress and, just two years ago this month, it was fa- 
vorably reported in the House. There can be no 
doubt as to its adoption in the present session. It 
passed the House, 315 to 75, last week, with a num- 
ber of Republicans voting “aye.”. Favorable action 
in the Senate seems a foregone conclusion. 

The Sumners bill bears the President’s. indorse- 
ment. Moreover, in a sense, its employment of 70 
as the optional retirement age makes it seem to be 
the basis for his scheme to pack the court. It must 
not be so confused. The reasons for adopting the 
Sumners bill stand just the same. The House showed 
its understanding of the situation when it adopted 
the measure as separate and distinct from Mr. Roose- 
velt’s plan to annex the judiciary to the White House. 

There should be no attempt to force retirement at 
any fixed age. One of the greatest values of the Su- 
preme Court is that it is an independent body which 


But, though the prophets have been 
wrong and you state that we must either 
look to the Legislature or go through 
the laborious process of achieving proce- 
dural reform through the initiative and 
referendum, I wonder whether or not 
there isn’t still a ray of hope and an 
easier road to a just procedure in Mis- 
souri. 

After the Richards case, the Supreme 
Court appointed a commission to draft 
rules concerning the admission, disbar- 
ment and conduct of lawyers, though, in 
that opinion, the court stated that in the 
harmonious co-ordination of powers nec- 
essary to effectuate the aim and end of 
government it (the power to admit and 
disbar lawyers) may be regulated by 
statutes to aid in the accomplishment of 
the object but not to frustrate or destroy 
it.” If that was done under a decision 
which gave such power to the Legisla- 
ture, why should the Supreme Court not 
now appoint a commission to help it in 
drafting rules of trial procedure which 
will aid greatly in reaching just legal re- 
sults? In my opinion, it can, and should, 
do this.

T0 DELAY MARRIAGE 


Ex-King’s Decision Conveyed 
to Queen Mather and Brother 
By His Sister. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 15.—The Duke of 
Windsor was understood today to 


have refused to listen to his fam- 
ily’s plea to delay his wedding to 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson. 

The “irrevocable” decision of 
former King Edward VIII to wed 
the woman for whom he renounced 
the throne was conveyed to his 
mother and King George yesterday 
by the Princess Royal, the family’s 
emissary to Edward at Enzesfeld 
Castle, near Vienna. 

Despite his sister’s failure to 
shake the Duke's determination to 
marry Mrs. Simpson at the first op- 
portunity, she was believed to have 
met with more success in clearing 
up the Duke's financial affatrs. 

While the amount of money 
which King George, as head of the 
family, offered his brother, or the 
amount Edward requested as an al- 
lowance in ‘exile, probably will never 
be definitely known, it was believed« 
a two-point amicable agreement had 
been reached: 

King George, it was thought, 
would make Edward an allow- 
ance out of the royal family’s 
private income of $75,000 to $100,- 
000 a year. 

Edward would reduce the price 
of $750,000 he was reported de- 
manding for Sandringham House 
to $500,000 which Queen Mother 
Mary and King George were re- 
ported to have offered: Sanding- 
ham House was the favorite resi- 
dence of King George V, who 
left it outright to Edward. 

This basis of settlement would 
eliminate Edward’s name from the 
parliamentary civil list, thus meet- 
ing the objections of members of 
Commons and the Government's de- 
sire to forget Edward officially.

OU seldom hear anything about

E have heard a lot about 
Dutch Colonial architecture 
and have copied it widely for 
the very good reason that it is a 
friendly livable style adequate but 
not too pretentious. But what of 
those sturdy Dutch Colonials who 
are responsible for its development 
in the new world? And what of 
their furniture? 

One of their most interesting set- 
tlements was along the Hudson Riv- 
er above New Amsterdam (now 
New Tork) remember the 
Washington Irving stories about 
them—Rip Van Winkle was one of 
them. Originally any member of 
the Dutch West India Co. who 
would send out 50 people to settle 
his tract would be granted a piece 
of ground 16 miles long on one 
bank or eight miles an each bank 
and indefinitely into the interior. 
In addition, he received the title of 
“patroon,” and his 50 odd colonists 
were pledged to serve him 10 years. 

The patroons built sturdy houses 
and lived in a lusty domestic aris- 
tocracy. Much of their furniture 
was heavy and carved after Hol- 
land style, but they had many 
treasures in fabrics from the far 
East, whence Dutch trading ships 
sailed so heartily. Then there was 
an interesting type of painted chest 
that is much prized today—bright- 
ly painted with fruits and leaves 
in abundant florid design. But with 
decided charm .. . some are lift- 
lid chests, often used for the bride's 
dowry. Others are taller, with 
doors that open out cabinet fash- 
ion. The Metropolitan Museum has 
a few of them in the American 
Wing, and we remember seeing a 
lovely one in the apartment of May 
Wilson Preston, the magazine ifllus- 
trator.

That Help in 
Appendicitis 
Fatalities Would Be Fewer If 
Patients Gave More Heed 


to Symptons. 8 
By Dr. M. S. Seelig 


ON can credit the reports 
that are appearing in surgical 
literature; the death rate from 
appendicitis is increasing. Since 
physicians have steadily become 
more and more competent to recog- 
nize this disease in its earliest 
stages, and since surgeons have de- 
veloped more and more skill in op- 
erating for the cure of it, it seems 
reasonable to conclude that the in- 
creasing mortality rate may be due 
in part, to the fact that patients 
are not as alert and as fearfully 
suspicious of the disease as they 
were a few years ago. 

A German physician is said to 
have coined the aphorism that in 
every belly ache there is a little 
appendicitis. This is, of course, 
not true; and yet, if the layman 
accepted it as true, he would profit 
greatly, because he would be 
prompted to call his doctor early 
instead of waiting to see what hap- 
pens. Likewise, much profit would 
flow, if patients were not so prone 
to assume that abdominal cramps 


food, or can be cured by a cathar- 
tic. A cathartic administered to a 
patient with beginning appendicitis 
is a murderous agent, because it 
invariably tends to favor the devel- 
opment of peritonitis. If the rulers 
of nations had the power to issue 
executive orders prohibiting the in- 
discriminate use of cathartics for 
the relief of abdominal cramps, 
there would be a world wide de- 
cline in the number of death cer- 
tificates. 

And if in addition to this, some 
‘way could be discovered whereby 
patients with acute appendicitis 
could be seen by a competent phy- 
sician within the first six hours of 
the attack, deaths would become 
incredibly rare, because time is a 
vital factor in this disease. This 
is evident from the fact that in the 
operations performed for the re- 
moval of the appendix in the inter- 
val between the attacks, when in- 
fection and peritonitis are not pres- 
ent, not more than one patient in 
six to eight hundred die as a re- 
sult of the operation. Many sur 
geons can truthfully say that in the 
course of a quarter of a century of 
active practice, they never lost one 
so-called interval appendicitis pa- 
tient. The moment acute infection 
sets. in, the chance of death in- 
creases with almost mathematical 
certainty, the rate of increased 
mortality being directly proportion- 
al to the length of time elapsing 
between the beginning of the dis- 
ease and the time the operation 
was performed to relieve it. In the 
most advanced cases, the surgeon 
justifiably refuses to operate be- 
cause the chance of a fatal out- 
come may be so near 100 per cent 
as to be prohibitive.
